Troubles of Aaron Burr Traced In Old 
Records. 
Un der Aaron Burr an d bis brillian t 
daughter, Theodosia, Richmon d Hill 
became the most famous place of hos­ 
pitality in New York, says Burton J. 
Hen drick. 
Talleyran d, Jerome Bon a 
parte an d Louis Philippe were en ter­ 
tain ed there. John Jacob Astor, how 
ev er, was n ot charmed by its literary 
an d political association s, or its n at 
ural beauty. But he did see that the 
city was in chin g up to Richmon d Hill 
an d that it would soon be n eeded for 
buildin g 
lots. 
Richmon d Hill, too, 
was heav ily mortgaged—the 
mort­ 
gage 
payable in July, 1804. 
About 
this time Burr became in v olv ed in his 
q uarrel with Hamilton . 
His letters 
to Theodosia show that the sale of 
Richmon d Hill was the on ly possible 
way of forestallin g ruin . 
So, as bis 
mortgage became due, an d just on e 
mon th before the Hamilton duel, As­ 
tor bought the place for $160,000. Un ­ 
q uestion ably this mon ey facilitated

large cities, and it was at the sugges- 
tlcm of erne of the Indiana officials that 
the general officers stopped at Sum­ 
mit. 
Miss Dicks was not expecting 
iSmm, and had not made preparations 
to receive them, but the station floors 
were free frmn stains, the stove glfst- 
ened with new polish, not a particle 
of dust was on the benches, and the 
private office of the agent was home­ 
like and Inviting.

A Panic Followed a Meeting In Pav­ 
lovsk Gardens. 


This Circuit Is Four Thousand Miles 
In Length. 
■' ^ 
What is probably the longest tele­ 
graph circuit in the world has been 
in operation for over a year on the 
liens of the Indo-European Telegraph 
company, between London and Tehe­ 
ran, Persia’s capital. 
This circuit is 
4,000 miles in length, and in its course 
it traverses the North sea for 200 
miles and passes through Belgium, 
Germany, Russia, Turkey in Asia and 
Persia. 
The Wheatstone automatic 
system of transmission and reception 
is employed on the circuit, transmit­ 
ting messages at the rate of eighty 
to 400 words a minute, according to 
the nature of the circuit, as agalnstf 
twenty-five to 
thirty-five 
words by 
manual Morse transmission. 
While this is, no doubt, the longest 
telegraph circuit in daily operation, 
long circuits have been successfully 
operated experimentally. 
For exam­ 
ple. a circuit on which 
there were 
fourteen 
automatic 
repeaters was 
made up on one occasion from Cape 
York to Derby, around the coast of 
Australia, a distance of 7,246 miles, 
over which messages were transm it­ 
ted at the rate of eleven words In a 
minute. 
Quite recently, also, in the early 
hours of the morning, an Associated 
Press telegraphic circuit was made up 
W’hich extended over almost the entire 
United States. 
It included the cities 
of New Orleans, La.; Memphis. Tenn.; 
Dallas. Tex.; Louisville, Ky.; Wash­ 
ington, D. C.; Baltimore, Md.; Phila­ 
delphia. New York, Chicago. Kansas 
City, Mo.; Denver and Leadville, Col.; 
San Francisco, San Diego. Fresno and 
Los Angeles. Cal. 
This circuit work­ 
ed successfully for over two hours, 
during which a long official report 
from General 
Nogi’s 
headquarters 
wras transmitted.

William G. Jones, who has been ap­ 
pearing in “The Little Minister” and 
other plays. Is 76 and has been on the 
stage for sixty-six years. Mrs. G. H. 
Gilbert was 85 when she died. Pauline 
Dejazet, the French actress, was bora 
in Paris in 1798 and died in 1875. 
Frederick Lemaitre, bom in Havre in 
1798, made his debut in 1823 and act­ 
ed for the last time in 1873 when 75 
after exactly fifty years of profession­ 
al service.

They Hav e Them Just the Same a« 
Other Cro o ked Peo ple. 


The largest windmill in the United 
States if, indeed, no t the largest in 
the who le wo rld, has recently been 
co nstructed near San Francisco , says 
the New Yo rk Wo rld. 
This gigantic 
mill is lo cated directly o n the o cean 
beach, near the famo us seal ro cks. It 
is used fo r pumping water up into 
Go lden Gate park. 
The huge, 
stro ng 
wo o den to wer 
suppo rting the wind arms rises 130 
feet. It is 40 feet square and gradual­ 
ly tapers upward, assuming a ro und 
shape. 
There are fo ur immense wo o den 
arms, o r v anes. 
Each arm measures 
80 feet fro m the center o r hug—thus 
making a diameter o f 160 feet in des­ 
cribing the circle. 
The wind v anes 
are 6 feet wide and extend nearly the 
entire length o f the huge arms. 
This windmill is lo cated upo n a 
pro minent elev atio n, so that it may 
catch ev ery av ailable wind arising in 
that sectio n. 
This co lo ssal windmill is capable 
o f 
dev elo ping 50-ho rse 
po wer. 
Its 
pumping capacity is 200,000 gallo ns 
o f water ev ery twenty-fo ur ho urs. 
The water is taken fro m the wells 
and fo rced thro ugh a large iro n main 
sixteen inches in diameter, fo r nearly 
fo ur miles up into an Immense reser­ 
v o ir sev eral hundred feet higher than 
the o cean beach. Fro m this reserv o ir 
the water is distributed in all direc­ 
tio n thro ugh the park. 
During the dry, ho t seaso n the arms 
o f this giant windmill are kept whirl­ 
ing day and night to supply the thirs­ 
ty demand. As the mill stands o n the 
wide, o pen beach, there is rarely, if 
ev er, any lack o f wind; in fact, the 
wind o ccasio nally blo ws with such 
v io lnce that the mill is co mpelled to 
be shut do wn, as it wo uld be risky to 
attem pt to run it during a fierce gale.

Some of them will go back 
to the big lekgues; some hav e passed 
the zenith oi their baseball ability, 
but through the existence of the min­ 
or leagues are enabled to make prof­ 
itable use of what ability they still 
retain. 
“Nev er too proud to go back 
to a minor league,” Jesse Burkett 
once remarked to 
a 
Sun reporter. 
Cases where a player has been too 
Troud to go back to a minor league 
nav e been known, but most players 
are too sensible to be influenced by 
any such pride. 
W ith those of inde­ 
pendent means it is different. 
But

Names That Are Well Known In 
a Certain Circle. 


PAST MASTERS IN ‘ 
DEALING.’ 


Early Days of Gambling In Kansas 
City and the Truth About Some 
of Those “ Big Bets.” 


“Of all the stories of big win n in gs 
at poker, faro ban k an d on the race 
track,” said a freq uen ter of Kan sas 
City’s old-time gamblin g halls, “n ot 
on e in a hun dred have an y truth in 
them. 
They are 
mostly 
fiction . 
1 
have seen an d en gaged in some of the 
biggest plays in the coun try an d dur­ 
in g my forty years aroun d the green 
tables I n ever saw' a bigger win n in g 
or losin g that $5,000. 
If you ask the 
bookmakers out at Elm Ridge about 
their big bets on the races I ven ture 
to say that n o truthful on e w'lll tell 
you of an y bigger on e than $1,000 
an d very few' that big. 
So you can 
rely on very few' of the stories you 
have read of a man makin g or losin g 
a fortun e in on e play. 
It’s all fudge. 
“It is true that sometimes losin g to 
the amoun t of several thousan d dol­ 
lars are made by some combin ation 
of gamblers at some ban kin g game, for 
you must un derstan d that n early all 
’ban k rolls* in the Un ited States an d 
other coun tries are put up by two or 
more. This must be so from the fact 
that scarcely an y sin gle in dividual 
has mon ey en ough to open up a gamb­ 
lin g house an d give an attractive limit 
to bets. 
“But I am digressin g. I w'ill tell you 
of some of the old timers whom I 
kn ow' an d kn ew' before they died. 
“I came to Kan sas City in the early 
’70s from St. Louis. Kan sas City was 
n o such place then as it is n ow'. As 
every on e kn ow’s, n early all the busi­ 
n ess was don e on Main street from 
the river south; some on Fifth street 
from Main tow'ards the depot, an d a 
little on In depen den ce an d Missouri 
aven ues, n ear Main . All the gamblin g 
houses, with on e exception , w'ere on 
Main street. No. 3 Missouri aven ue. 
On the southeast 
comer 
of Third 
street, over Dively’s grocery store, 
was John Evan ’s. He had n othin g in 
his house but faro ban k. 
A door or 
two from Evan s’ place, on the same 
side of the street, was Showers & Mil­ 
ler’s. They had two faro ban k games 
an d a poker game at in tervals. 
Just 
aroun d the comer of Fourth, an d di­ 
rectly opposite Showers 
& Miller’s, 
were brace games run by a n umber of 
differen t chaps.* No on e could ever 
fin d out who was the proprietor, as 
they came an d wen t in rapid order. 
On the west side of Main , between 
Fourth an d 
Fifth—Battlerow, as it 
was then called—was George Peak’s 
place. 
On the southeast comer of 
Fifth was the Sen ate, run by Fin ley. 
Across the street was 
the famous 
Marble Hall, run by Bob Poteet an d 
Tom Wallace; an d aroun d the comer 
of Missouri aven ue, No. 3, was a n o­ 
torious place that had so man y dif­ 
feren t proprietors in a short time that 
I have forgotten them. 
“Gamblers from all over the West 
an d parts of the East came to Kan ­ 
sas City those days an d the very best 
of gamblin g ever in this coun try was 
t h ^ con ducted here. About this time 
the 
John son 
law 
makin g certain 
games a felon y in Missouri wen t In to 
effect an d gamblin g In Kan sas Cltyt 
Mo., was broken up an d the gamblers 
scattered to the four comers of the 
globe. A few of them stayed in Kan ­ 
sas Citj' an d wen t across the lin e in 
Kan sas an d open ed up. Amon g them 
was Bob Poteet, who open ed up on a 
Mon day with a $1.000 rolL The Wed- 


n esday followin g 
he 
lost out an d 
walked over to Wyan dotte an d jump­ 
ed in to the river. 
“This John son law I spoke of is a 
very bad law an d should n ot be per­ 
mitted to stan d on the statute books. 
It is a dead letter—has n ever been en ­ 
forced. .1 have n ot heard or read of 
a sin gle in dividual ever sen t to the 
pen iten tiary un der it. It makes a fel­ 
on y out of the 
games is men tion s 
an d forces the 
gamblers 
to in ven t 
other games. 
The debarmen t of old 
chuck-a-luck was the in troduction of 
that ’n igger’ 
game 
called ‘craps,’ 
which affords the most ample ways, 
both on the outside an d in side, of 
cheatin g. It also spurred up some in ­ 
gen ious scoun drel to in ven t the slot 
machin e. 
In short, it killed the on ly 
games, faro ban k 
an d 
roulette, in 
which a n on -profession al 
has 
an y 
chan ce to win . 
“Now, let me tell you about the 
‘bottoms,* or across the state lin e. At 
first they stopped with their houses 
at about James street, but they soon 
got con gested 
n ear 
the state lin e. 
There were seven houses in the early 
’8 0s on the lin e, or n ot a block from 
the lin e. These houses were con duct­ 
ed by Barn ey Wolf, George Frazier, 
Joe Bassett, Clayton 
Maltby, Jack 
Han ley, Tom Wallace, Jim Palmer, 
Joe Bren on , Ben Turn er, George Malt­ 
by. Several other parties had houses 
for a short time, like Alloway an d 
Fran k Kn owlton , but did n ot last lon g 
before they wen t broke. 
“The ‘bottoms’ was at the time the 
greatest gamblin g cen ter In the West. 
They came from the North, South, 
East an d West. 
Maltby at on e time 
had as much as four full games of faro 
ban k run n in g day an d n ight, except 
Sun day (the gamblers 
always 
ob­ 
served the Sun day closin g), besides 
roulette an d craps. He made a great 
deal of mon ey an d is today on e of the 
very few' rich gamblers of the West. 
He was discharged from the Un ited 
States army, I thin k, in 18 8 2, or there­ 
abouts. 
He had served the regular 
time as a private an d got an hon ora­ 
ble discharge. He was discharged at 
Fort Lyon s, in Colorado, an d turn ed 
up at Pueblo, w here he got acq uain ted 
w ith Joe Bassett of Kan sas City, who 
in duced him to come to Kan sas City 
with him. 
After he came here he 
open ed up a gamblin g house in the 
‘bottoms/ n ear the state lin e. He was 
lucky from the start 
an d, bein g a 
splen did man ager an d a man of much 
more brain s that he was given credit 
for, he accumulated a vast fortun e 
an d retired from busin ess. 
He Is a 
‘ man with man y excellen t traits an d It 
may be said that he n ever en gaged In 
or furn ished the mon ey for an y crook­ 
ed work. 
As a sample of his good- 
' n ess, his old time frien d an d partn er, 
* Joe Bassett, has been blin d an d broke 
for several years. 
Maltby gives him 
a good home on his farm in Wyan ­ 
dotte coun ty an d says that he will 
^take care of Joe as lon g as he lives. 
’ Maltby is the on ly on e I have men tion ­ 
ed who has accumulated an y mon ey 
worth men tion in g. 
* 
“Barn ey Wolfe is man ager of the 
Ken tucky club in Hot Sprin gs, Ark., 
an d has been en gaged in bookmakin g 
*on the races of the W estern Jockey 
club almost all the time sin ce he left 
Kan sas City. 
His hair when he was 
in Kan sas City, was dark; n ow it is 
white as sn ow. 
George BYazler was 
stricken about fifteen years ago with 
locomotor ataxia an d died a year or 
two ago In the bottoms after bein g 
bedfast for ten years. 
‘ 
“Jack Han ley wen t from Kan sas 
City to Den ver an d then ce to Cr^ple 
Creek, where he was in terested In a 
gamblin g house up un til all the gamb­ 
lin g h ou s^ in 
Cripple 
Creek were 
closed. 
He man aged to save mon ey 
‘en ough to build a fin e residen ce in 
Den ver, where he is n ow. 
“Tom Wallace Is n ow gettin g very 
old an d has b een in Den ver most of 


the time sin ce he left Kan sas City. 
Last year he was in Oklahoma, broke 
an d feeble. Jim Palmer Is in Den ver.” 


DESERTION INCREASES. 


Reasons Range From Babies to Nov­ 


els and Nagging. 
That there is an in crease in the 
desertion of families by paren ts is 
the assertion made in a report just 
issued by the Charity Organ ization 
society, says the New York Herald. 
The researches 
were 
un dertaken 
for the purpose of showin g the n eces­ 
sity for more rigid laws again st the 
desertion of children . The last legis­ 
lature passed a bill makin g it a felon y 
for a paren t to leave an y child un der 
16 year of age. 
All person s commit­ 
tin g this offen se may be extradited. 
¡Heretofore the father who ran away 
from his wife an d two or three chll- 
* dren had on ly to proceed by ferry or 
trolley to the n earest state to be free 
from prosecution , as govern ors will 
n ot con sen t to the extradition of an y­ 
on e for a misdemean or. 
New York, Philadelphia an d Jersey 
City lead the list of twen ty-six cities 
from which in all 574 cases of deser­ 
tion are reported. 
These cases have 
been an alyzed by Miss LilUan Bran dt, 
’ the statistician of the Charity Organ s 
^ zation society. She fin ds that most o £ 
the men who desert their fam ilie| are 
n ot given to bad habits, an d that a 
majority of them have been regularly 
* employed an d have been able when 
they worked to make more than the 
average wages. On ly 17 per cen t of 
them made less than $9 a week. Oi 
574 desertin g husban ds, 8 8 were la­ 
borers, 34 firivers, 30 carpen ters, 21 
factory employes, 18 pain ters, 14 m ^ 
chin ists, 14 railroad men , 11 clerks 
an d 12 en gin eers. 
They deserted their wives for a 
wide variety of causes. Some of their 
helpmeets were sullen , others cold, 
some too easy-goin g, others had no 
Judgmen t, an d some were proud an d 
reserved. 
On e woman “talked vague­ 
ly at great len gth,” on e was slow of 
speech an d n in e were given to “n ag­ 
gin g.” 
Novels, 
George 
Meredith’s 
stories an d the doin gs of society are 
also cited as causes. 
It is shown that 100 men left their 
homes on the day that a child was 
¡ bom. In on e case a child was n amed 
'for the father, who had deserted his 
¡family at the baby’s birth. Forty five 
wen t away after a q uarrel with their 
wives over such themes as “br^k - 
fast/* “religious matters” an d “fin d­ 
in g fault with their ways.” 
Forty- 
eight departed after a carouse. Three 
disappeared 
because 
they were In 
debt. 
On ly seven teen left In avowed 
discouragemen t over lack of employ­ 
men t, sayin g they were goin g to seek 
work.

“Study of these 
574 
cases,” says 
'miss Bran dt, “résulta in the con ric- 
tlon that while here an d tn ere the 
respon sibility for desertion “ » y 
with In dustrial con dition s, with ill- 
con sidered marriages in early youth 
or between men an d women 0« irrec­ 
on cilable differen ce in te m pé ra n t 
an d somewhat more freq uen tly -with 
the Impossible temper an d cookin g o f 
the wife, still the most con stan t ele­ 
men t in the situation is the irrespon - 


' Bible, ease-lovin g man who acU o n 
I the theory that when hard times 
* an y sort come he is justified in mak­ 
in g arran gemen ts for his o wn 
fort which do no t include his wife 
an d children .”
